VIENNA, June 2.—Nine aviators lost 
their lives today when a mimic war in 
the air was suddenly turned into tragic 
reality by accidental ripping of a dirigi- 
ble airship by a biplane while both were 
flying more than 2000 feet high during 
the Austrian army maneuvers. 

Both craft were destroyed and their 
occupants, nine military and naval offi- 
cers and joned officers, 
were burned and mutilated beyond 
recognition. 

The Austrian army dirigible balicon 
Koertling ascended at Fischamend. 
about twelve miles from Vienna, where 
there is a military aviation station. It

CINCINNATI, June 2.—Mrs. William 


H. Harrison of Cincinnati, a niece of 
James Campbell, said today she expected 
to bring some legal action toward con- 
testing the St. Louis millionaire’s will. 
Her husband, who is president of the 
Cincinnati Tent and Awning Co., inti- 
mated that even if there should not be 


| grounds for a will contest that other le- 


gal action probably would be attempted. 

Campbell, he said, was guardian for a 
sister of Mra. Harrison, Mrs. J. H. 
Baker, of Albuquerque, N. M., and had 
never made final settlement. Mrs. Har- 
rison has written to Mrs. Baker sug - 


gesting that she begin an investigation 


of management of her property during 
her minority. The property was left to 
Mrs. Baker, according to Harrison, by 
her father, John P. Campbell, James 
Campbell’s eldest brother. 

Mrs. Harrison says she has been on 
friendly terms with Mrs. James Camp- 
bell and declares she has twice visited 
the Campbell home in St. Louis. 


Shows Family Photographs. 

As soon as she heard of terms of 
Campbell's will leaving all his prop- 
erty to St. Louis University except 
for a life income for his widow and 
daughter, she told a reporter that she 
wrote Mrs. Campbell, condoli with 

"upon at she considéred the un- 
rtunate terms of the testament. To 
substantiate her claims of relation- 
ship she exhibited family photo- 
graphs. 

One of them showed her father, John 
P. Campbell, James Campbell, their sis- 
ter, and their parents. 

She was born at Wheeling, W. Va., the 
boyhood home of James Campbell, she 
said. She declared that Campbell told 
her father several years ago that he 
expected to leave a big bequest to St. 
Louis University and that she thinks 
her father advised him against the 
arrangement he finally determined upon. 

She said she spent four months at the 
Campbell home in St. Louis 2% years ago, 
which was five years before her mar- 
riage to Harrison. Subsequently she was 
at the World's Fair with her husband, 
when she met Mrs. Campbell and her 
daughter, Lois, then 12 years old. Mrs. 
Campbell invited the Harrisons to call 
at their home and they did so. 

Seldom Saw Her Kinsmen. 

Of late years, however, other relatives 
had seen little of the Campbells, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Harrison. While James 
Campbell was guardian de jure of her 
sister, Genevieve, now Mrs. Baker, Mrs. 
Harrison said, her own husband 
looked after the girl’s welfare a great 
deal.

Never Heard Speak a Man So Much for Mar- 


riage,” She Testifies, in 76,000-Word Story 


of Love Affair, 


in $2,500,000 Suit. 


In the second installment of her 76,000- 
word international love story, 4s told 
by “Baroness” Barbara Ursula von Kal- 


inowski, in her deposition in her $2,500.- 
000 breach of promise suit against Michael 
J. Hurley of St. Louis, she gives fully 
her version of their first meeting at the 
Continental Hotel in Paris. The deposi- 
tion, which was taken in New York, has 
been brought to St. Louis to be filed in 
the Federal Court, where the suit is 
pending. 

She admits she is not a really and truly 
Baroness, but she thinks she has a right 
to call herself Baroness because her 
name is “so old and so good.” 

Questioned about her earlier years. 
she insisted on answering in obviously 
unfamiliar English. “I was always by 
my mother mostly to live, and I al- 
ways traveling with my mother in the 
summer.“ 

The trip she made to America in the 

expectation of being married to Hurley 
was the first she ever made alone, she 
told. 

It was in June or July, 1912, that she 
and her mother were at the Continental 
Hotel in Paris. Asked when and where 
she first met Hurley she said: 

“Ran Whole Time After Me.” 

“He first ran the whole time after me. 
I was afraid, and I cannot speak. I 
met him first by my mother. He came 
to the table and he gave me a book to 
say the English words and when I can- 
not speak English with him and he gave 
me the exercise book, so close, so close

Court of Appeals Rules Against 
Trial Tribunal Which Can- 
celed Marriage. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals set 
aside Saturday the annulment of the

marriage of Louis Marre and Agnes G. 


Nash on the ground that 1: was not 
proverf in the trial court that the wife 
was a negress nor that duress was 
brought to bear upon Marre, as claimed. 

The marriage was annulled by Charles 
Claflin Allen, former Circuit Judge. 
Marre alleged in his petition that the 
union was not legal because he was 
white and his wife was a negress and 
because her brother had threatened to 
shoot him. 

The couple were married Nov. 2, 1908. 
at the home of the girl's mother, Mrs. 


Emily Nash, 638 Gravois avenue. 


The opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
written by Judge Reynolds, is that the 
preponderance of the testimony on the 
question of the wife being a negress 
was against the plaintiff. The testi- 
mony of her mother was that there was 
no negro blood in the family and that 
she was of Mexican ancestry and that 
her ‘other daughters were married to 
white men. 

The prohibition of the statute against 
intermarriage of whites and negroes, 
the opinion stated, is not against color, 
but against blood or race, and even 
granting that there was a trace of negro 
blood in the wife there was no evi- 
dence that it amounted to the one- 
eighth which is specified by the statute. 
The attorney for the plaintiff had 
argued that any drop of negro blood 
made the wife a negress. This, the 
opinion ste tes, is an incorrect assump 
tion. In other states different degrees 
are fixed by statute as constituting a 
negro. In North Carolina it is one-

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WILSON AND KAISER 
IN MESSAGES OPEN 
OVERSEA WIRELESS 


President and Emperor Exchange 
Congratulations on New 
Transatlantic System. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—An ex- 
change of wireless messages between 
President Wilson and Emperor Wil- 
liam was made public today at tne 
White House. The messages sparked 
through 4062 miles of air between 
Tuckerton, N. J., ‘and Eilvese, Ger- 
many, near Hanover. 

President Wilson and Emperor 
William exchanged messages last 
January, when the Emperor sent a 
message to the Tuckerton station, 
but as it was not then equipped to 
transmit messages, but only to re- 
ceive them, President Wilson's re- 
ply went by cable. 

The messages of yesterday, sig- 
nalizing a new agency of transat- 
lantic wireless communication, were 
as follows: 

“WASHINGTON, June 19, 1914. 
His Majesty, William II. German 
Emperor (via Wireless Station Tuck- 
erton, N. J.): 

“On this occasion of the opening of 
the Tuckerton radio station, I send 
to Your Majesty my best greetings, 
and offer my congratulations on this 
additional link to bind the United 
States and Germany in closer inter- 
course and good relationship. 

“WOODROW WILSON.” 

“German Transatlantic Station, I- 
vese, June 19, 1914. President Wood- 
row Wilson, Washington, D. C.: 

“During my visit to Elilvese Sta- 
tion, I received your kind message. 
I thank you for the greetings. I 
return your congratulations on the 
opening of wireless communication 
between Germany and America. I. 
too, consider it as an additional link 
which will bind our two countries 
in mutual friendship and closer inter-

boats holding from 13 to 25 passengers, 
and about 2000 cork and wood life pre- 
servers for emergencies. 


Four Pilots on 

Capt. Frank Gill of St. Louis was in 
charge of the boat and there were four 
licensed river pilots aboard. Two of 
them were taking turns running the 
boat and the other two were guests on 
the Alton-St. Louls voyage who were to 
take charge on a trip from St. Louis to 
Cape Girardeau. The boat was to have 
been taken to Cincinnati. 

Pilot S. B. Withdow of Winona, Minn.. 
who is about séventy years old, 
was at the wheel alone when the acci- 
dent occurred, Withrow told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he did not see 
the red lights marking the submerged 


—leoffer-dam by which the new intake 


tower is being constructed. He said he 
never had heard that the city was Luild- 
ing a new intake tower, and assumed 
that the channel was clear between the 
told intake tower and the Illinois shore. 

The new intake tower is situated about 
20 yards east of the old tower and 
slightly to the north. Julius Miller, who 
slept in the intake tower Friday night, 
is employed to keep lights on the ob- 
struction. After the Majestic had sunt 
the warning red lights, fastened to up- 
rights, were protruding above the sub 
merged coffee-dam, were distinctly vis 
ible to the spectators on shore. The 
lights were oll lanterns of ordinary size 
with red glass. They still continued to 
burn after daybreak. The uprights, op 
which the lanterns stood protruded 
about four feet out of the water. In 
the afternoon they were elevated two 
feet more, due to the rising river. 


ij Light Ordered When Season Began. 


Col. C. M. Townsend, United States 
Lighthouse Inspector, said that at 
the opening of the navigation season 
in March the contractors building the 
intake cofferdam were notified to 
place lights on it. Col. Townsend 
saia the lights were placed accord- 
ing to instructions and that no com- 
plaints were ever received to indicate 
that the lights were not kept burning 
every night. 

Water Commissioner Wall, after in- 
specting the scene of the wreck, said 
there could be no question that the sig- 

nal lights were burning when the steam- 
boat struck the cofferdam. Wall said 
the lamps were still lit when he arrived 
at the cofferdam at 10 „ m. The city, 
he said, could in no way be held re- 
sponsible for the wreck.

EREWARD CARRINGTON has 
H for years been one cf the most 
active and productive ef the 
Psychical Research leaders, His latest 
book, The Problems of Paychical Re- 
search,” runs to 408 pages and covers so 
many topics that a brief review can do 
it little justice. There is a chapter in- 
tended to answer the question, Is Psy- 
sical Research a Sclence?’’ Then the 
author recounts his experiments with 
Mrs. Piper. He then switches to theory, 
with a chapter ‘on “Life and Its Inter- 
pretation, in the Light of Bergson’s 
Philosophy.“ He holds, and attempts 
tc prove, that life, or vitality, is not 
® product of food. The food we eat 
simply repairs waste and imparts heat. 
But vitality is renewed during sleep. The 
materialistic analogy between the body 
and a steam engine is held to be untrue. 
A steam engine needs no sleep. It can- 
not renew its own waste.

“THE ISLAND OF THE STAIRS? 
HEN Cyrus Townsend Brady 
W wrote The Island of the Stairs” 
he outlined a romance of love, 
adventure and hidden treasure, and then 
used up so much space in sordid and 
tedious details which had no bearing on 
the plot that he apparently had no room 
for the thrills the reader expects. He 
then delved into so many unreal situa- 
tions that the tale is made painfully un- 
interesting. 
The thrills are not there. The narra- 
tive is shallow. The description, for 
which there is so much setting, is very 
commonplace. The introductory chap- 
ters of the first 100 pages are confined 
to the scene and surroundings where a 
man killed himself with a _ revolver 
after a night's debauch. The finding of 
the body by his convivial companions 
takes up several pages more. Another 
chapter is wasted on the funeral. 
The incidents of these pages, and the 
characters then drop out of the story 
and are not even remotely connected 
with the plot. If there be any excuse 
for introducing these persons in the nar- 
rative it eould better have been done 
in a few pages, and the reader would 
be spared the disappointment of expect- 
ing to reach an interesting chapter— 
which was not there. 

The faults of construction correspond 
to the worn-out and frazzled theme of 
the mysterious island, mutinous sailors 
and the hidden treasure revealed py the 
old parchment bequeathed to the heroine 
by a dying relative. 

The author destroys the interest in the 
tale, to a large extent, by the glaring 
basic improbability that a young woman 
of refinement, education, and reared in 
luxury, the central character of the 
story, would embark for a trip of a 
year in search of the treasure island 
on a ship manned by 90 rough »nd 
drunken sailors chosen at random, and 
who later took part in the mutiny at 
sea and the sharp bargaining among 
themselves for her possession. 

The climax of unreality is reached 
when the stranded sailor and woman 
find the treasure and are attacked by 
the band of mutinous sailors and a tribe 
of savages. Just as both are about to 
be killed an earthquake suddenly jars 
the island and crashes tn. rocks and 
coral reefs down upon them, killing ev- 
erybedy but the woman and her sailor 
defender, but leaving them unharmed. 

We fear this will never be classed 
among adventure tales as one of the 
best sellers. (Meciurg)

HAT Socialism should appeal more 
7 strongly to mothers than to any 
ene else is the contention of John 
Spargo, well-known author of many 
important books on Socialism and social 
problems. In his ‘“Secialism and 
Motherhood’ the author demonstrates 
that the Socialist movement is work- 
ing for a social system which will give 
security to the women of the world and 
enable the future mothers to provide 
their offspring the equal opportunity 
without which they can not grow into 
fine manhood and womanhood. He 


and postnatal care to whieh every 
mether is entitled. The best that we 
can offer collectively must Le given to 
the mothers of men, Spargo says, and 
concludes that Socialism will do so. 

The second part of the little book 
deals with the Socialist view of mar- 
riage and the home. He demonstrates 
satisfactorily that Socialism has nothing 
to do with what is generally known as 
„tree love.“ He quotes the existences 
of various religious sects in America 
which would indicate that free love“ 
can be attributed to Christianity with 
much better reason than it can be at- 
tributed to Socialism. The Snakers and 
the Oneida colonists were Christian 
sects practicing free love.“ There is 
no Socialist colony where it has been 
practiced, It is a good refutation of 
the accusations made by persons either 
ignorant of the principles of Socialism 
or prejudiced. Spargo reminds the read- 
ers that Lincoln and the Republican 
party were once accused of standing 
for free love.“ He says there is no 
more justification for accusing the So- 
cialist party or the Socialists of advo- 
cating this theory than it was to ac- 
cuse Lincoln and the Republican party 
of the same thing. 

His book is worth reading.—(@. W.

M. CHOLMONDELEY’S literary

novels are not written, like a 
newspaper story of a fire, to ‘‘catch the 
edition,’’ or even to catch the season. 
Nor does she impoverish one work to 
save material for the one which is to 
follow. Her whole iaind and heart go 
into the book she is writing, and the 
result is worthy any reader's attention. 

“After All,“ the first novel of Miss 
Cholmondeley’s to appear in more thau 
three years, shows evidence of repeated 
re-writing and a studied perfecting of 
arrangement. The plot is strong and is 
fearlessly developed. 

Annette Georges, daughter of an En- 
glish gentlewoman who married a 
French courier, is chosen in this story 
to teach the lesson that indiscretions 
of conduct will out. Were everyone as 
sane and fearless as Annette normally 
is, this would make little difference, for 
to know all would, in truth, be to for- 
give all. But for the people in a small 
community to know all is not to for- 
give all. It cannot be, so long as curi- 
osity bears its present ratio to sympathy 
in human nature, or so long as self- 
protection continues a primal law of 
communal life. 

Annette, before the Meinning of. the 
story, has innocently loved a man who 
has shown himself unworthy of her. 
She has found her father even more 
basely unworthy, and she goes to the 
Seine to drown herself. Dick le Geyt. 
spendthrift horseman, heir to an En-

DYER IS UNSEATED 
IN FAVOR OF GILL 
IN HOUSE CONTEST 


Vote Foflowing Democrat's Plea 
Is 147 to 98 Against St. 
Louis Republican. 


By Wive From the Washington Be- 

reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 0. IL. d. Dyer 
of St. Louis, Republican, representing 
the Twelfth Missouri District in Con- 
gress, was unseated by the House yes- 
terday and his seat was given to Mich- 
ael J. Gill, Democrat, whe comtested 
Dyer’s election. 

On the unseating of Dyer the vote 
wes 147 to 9% On the question of seat- 
ing Gill the vote was 136 to 10 Thirty 
Democrats voted with the Republicans 
and all except one of the Progressives 
not to seat Gill. Seventeen Democrats 
voted not to unseat Dyer. 

A minority committee report, recem- 
mending a %-day time extension in 
which to take additional testimony in 
the contest, had been defeated, 186 to 
107, Twenty-four Democrats voted for 
the minority report. 

Gill charged in his contest that he 
had been counted out through fraud in 
seven precincts of the Fifth Ward, and 
his contention was upheld by one of 
the House Committees on Elections, and 
the House voted to stand by the ma- 
jority committee report. 


‘Twe Years’ Salary — 1 
A number of members declined 


Most of them were paired with ee. 
members. 

Every Democratic member of the Mis- 
sour! delegation and all but one of the 
Illinois delegation stood by Gill. 

Dyer remained in his seat until after 
the first roll call. When it was appar- 
ent he would be unseated, he left the 
House. 

Gill will serve until March 4 next, and 
in addition will receive salary for the 
entire two years, a total of $15,000, and 
the usual mileage. Dyer’s pay stopped 
with the selection of Gill to fill his 
place. In the final roll call the read- 
ing clerk skipped Dyer’s name. 


Gill Makes Plea for Seat. 
The House before the vote was 


to the rare scene of being addressed in 
its own hall by a man not a member. 
Gill, the contestant, who, under the 
rules, had the right to speak for him- 
self, took the floor and made a brief 
speech supporting his ciaims to Dyer’s 
seat. He declared he had been an 
„honest, life-long, hard-working Demo- 
erat,“ and resented any intimation that 
his representatives had tampered with 
the ballots. In summing up his plea, 
he said:

‘ARTICLE XIIL—Department of Public Utilities. 

Sec. 10. The Department of Public Utilities 
shall have general supervision over the main. 
tenance, equipment, operation and service, and 
the assessment of rates and charges, of all public 
It shall 
‘execute or cause to be executed all ordinances 
regulating the construction, reconstruction, exten 
sion, maintenance, equipment, operation, service 
or rates of public utilities operating under fran- 
chises, licenses or permits, or compelling exten- 
sions of facilities for such service.

EWU CHARTER COMPARED AND EXPLAINED 


By FREDERIOK D. GARDNER 
of the Board of Freeholders. 


OLD CHARTER. 
ARTICLE VII. 

Section 37, The Water Commistioner shall have 
under his especial charge the pumping machinery, 
reservoirs and water pipes, and other property 
connected with the waterworks. He shall have 
the superintendence over the enlarging of the 
works and the laying of water pipe, and shall ex- 
ercise a general supervision over the entire water- 
works department, excepting the collection of 
water rates. 

Sec. 3. The doing of all work, and the furnish- 
ing of all materials and supplies for the water- 
works, shall be let out by the Commissioner ih the 
game manner as other public work, in cases 
where it is not practical to do such work or fur- 
nish such materials by contract; and all contracts 
shall be submitted to the Council for approval. 


Sec. 7. The assessment and collection of water 


rates shall be under the control and supervision 
of an Assessor and Collector of Water Rates, who 
shall be appointed by the Mayor, and confirmed 
by the Council. He shall have authority to ap- 
point such clerks and assistants as may be author- 
ized by ordinance. It shall be the duty of said 
Assessor and Oollector to collect all revenue due, 
or to become due, to the City of St. Louis for 
water, or accruing to the City of St. Louis on 
account of the water works thereof, in virtue of 
any ordinance now existing or hereafter to be 
passed, 
ARTICLE VI. | 

Sec. 85. Street Commissioner. The Street Com- 
missioner shall have under his special charge the 
construction, reconstruction, repairing and clean- 
ing of the public streets, alleys and places, except- 
ing parks. 

Sec. 36, Sewer Commissioner. The Sewer 
Commissioner shall have under his special charge 
the construction, repairs and cleaning of all pub- 
lic district sewers, inlets, manholes, and other 
appurtenances belenging thereto. 

Sec. 38. Harbor and Wharf Commissioner. The 
Harbor and Wharf Commissioner shall have under 
hsi special charge the construction and repairs of 
dykes, wharf and levee, and shall be specially 
charged with the execution of all ordinances of 
the city which relate to dykes, wharf and levee, 
steamboats and all other boats, vessels and rafts, 


repairing, cleaning and maintenance of all public |. 


and execution of all ordinances relating to any 
of the matters referred to in this section or to the 
harbor. 

(b) The Sewer Division shall have charge of 
the repairing, cleaning and maintenance of all 
| sewers and drains and the disposal. of sewage. 


COMMENTS ON PROVISIONS OF THESE ARTICLES. 


It should be noted here that all the essential elements which have made the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements a success and a credit to St. Louls have been retained. A comparison of the 
old charter and the new charter in respect to the B. P. I. and the Board of Public Service shows 
a remarkable similarity. For instance, by Section 41, Article IV, the President of the B. P. I. 
10 given charge of all public improvements not otherwise specifically provided for and is given 
general supervision over other departments. This language and intent is identical in the new 


i charter. But the provision of the old charter which requires the President to authenticate all spe- 


cial tax bills and to sign same personally has been done away with as being one of the greatest 
burdens imposed by the old charter. This one task of signing papers requires a great deal of time 
and interferes with the usefulness of the President of the B. P. I. In fact, an ordinance authoriz- 
ing his signature by another party is in existence, but is of doubtful validity. The new charter 
by positive provision relieves the President of this great burden and gives all his services to 
the greater work of the city. Owing to the adoption of most of the old charter language and 
ideas relating to the Board of Public Improvements in the new charter, it will be unnecessary to 
print many of the sections of either the old or new charter on this subject. 

It will be observed that the Water Commissioner under Section 37 of the old charter is pro- 
hibited ffom assessing and collecting the water rates and a separate and distinct department for 
that purpose is created. This is but another of the weak features of the old charter, because it 
distributes responsibility and destroys unity of action. If anything goes wrong the blame may be 
placed upon the Water Commissiener or upon the Assessor and Collector of Water Rates or be- 
tween both or upon nobody, and you never can tell who is at fault. 

The new charter, as will be seen, fixes the whole responM®bility upon the Water Commissioner. 
He cannot dodge and he cannot accuse somebody else. Elsewhere it will be found that the col- 
lection of water rates is placed with the Olty Collector, all of which constitutes a thorough, 
businesslike and responsible system. 

Attention is called to Section 8 of the old charter, which provides that all work and the fur- 
nishing of materials and supplies shall be made by contract. Under the new charter all such mat- 
ters can be handled by the department in whatever way deemed best, doing the work itself if to 
the best interest of the city, As the city is to have a co-operative Board ef Public Service, with 
power to transfer employes from one department to another whenever needed, this provision 
makes it possible for the city to do its own work economically and satisfactorily. 

Attention should here be called to Article VII, Section 4, providing for the taking of real 
estate for waterworks purposes by amicable agreement, which is in direct conflict with Article VI, 
Section 12, which provides for compulsory condemnation’ proceedings. This contradiction and 
conflict is another instance of the confusion and of the defects of the old charter. The reading 
of the provision for the Department of Public Utilities will at once bring to the mind the advance 
and progress made since the old charter was written. 

In 1876 the waterworks was a complete department. Today it becomes but a division under 
the Department of Public Utilities. In the foreview of St. Louis of today, the public utility 
known as the “waterworks” is but one item among others to which St. Louis may look forward. 
And for this new situation the charter must provide. The provision in the new charter is there- 
fore made for the “general supervision over the maintenance, equipment, operation and service 
and the assessment of rates and charges of all public utilities owned or operated by the cfty.” 
This Section 10 contemplates large duties and large service. It requires the director to Investigate. 
and make report of all public utilities and gives him full power to get the information. As the 
question of city lighting is an important one, it is placed in the hands of the director of this de- 
partment. The great problem of a municipal electric light plant for lighting the city’s buildings 
and streets is intrusted to this department. By the provisions of this article, St. Louis is prepared 
for all of the duties and works that the next 50 years or more may impose upon it. And every 
one of these possible changes which may be required by advancement of St. Louis are prohibited 
by the present charter. 
Attention is called to Section 12 of the new charter which provides that the accounts of all 
public utilities owned and operated by the city shall be kept and shall be kept separate and dis- 
tinct from all other accounts of the eity, Thin is a very valuable and important provision because

The old question: “Who shall decide 

when doctors disagree? often has for 

its answer: The Coroner.” This time 
however, the most generally accepted 
answer is: The physical culturist.” 

Not long aga the London Medical So- 
clety held a meeting to discuss neuras- 
thenia. Eighteen celebrated physicians 
delivered addresses on the subject. In 
a report for a medical magazine one 
writer remarked: 

“It will hardly do to say that they 
did not know what they were talking 
about, but it is certain that they were 
not all describing the same thing and 
their views were discordant.” 


A scientist who has made a specialty 
of the physical culture side of his pro- 
fession says: 

“I am convinced that improper home 
environment often defeats the best ef- 
forts of the doctor and renders a cure 
impossible. The neurasthenic is usually 
a person of sensitive and refined disposi. 
tion, and his disease accentuates those 
characteristics. The jeers of unfeeling 
relatives, who laugh at his symptoms, 
deseribe his trouble as purely imaginary 
and advise him to “forget it” and “use 
his will’ only cause the neurasthenic to 
withdraw into his shell of reserve and 
give himself over to introspection. 


“Relatives of a nevrasthenic who real- 
ly have his welfare at heart will ignore 
his symptoms as much as possible. In 
an acute attack they will be helpful anj 
sympathetic, but they will censider the 
‘nerves’ merely as a symptom of a 
purely physical ailment which will yield 
readily to treatment—and in both cases 
they will doubtless be right. They will 
make no distinction between ‘nerves’ 
and any other disease, so far as their 
attitude toward the patient is concerned.

in outdoor sports and indoor pastimes, 
seek to keep his mind oecupied, but initi- 
ate frequent changes in the current of 
his thoughts and refrain as far as pos- 
sible from all mention or discussion of 
his trouble. 

„There is this consolation for suf- 
ferers from this ailment—neuras- 
thenia usually afflicts those who are 
superior in mentality to the average. 
‘Lowbrows’ seldom know that they 
have nerves. It is a disease that af- 
flicts the intellectual and the refined. 
And when they are finally cured (as 
they will be if they adopt the proper 
measures and stick to them), they 
will have intelligence enough to avoid 
all the possible eauses of their all- 
ment, will live in accordance with 
the laws of nature, and will probably 
live to a ripe old age and attend the 
funerals of these healthy but heed- 
less persons who jeered at them. 

“Sticktoitiveness is one of the main 
elements in obtaining the mastery of 
this disease. Months, even years, may 
be required to effect a complete cure, 
and the patient needs to keep con- 
stantly in mind the compelling 
thought that he is going to get well. 

‘Many nervous people imagine they 
are becoming insane, but the very 
fact that they have such fears is con- 
sidered by most specialists to be suf- 
ficient proof that they are in no im- 
mediate danger of such a calamity. 
Neurasthenia, uncomplicated by other 
diseases, rarely if ever leads to in- 
sanity. 

“Personally I believe that neuras- 
thenia is more a symptom of a run- 
down physical condition, imperfect 
digestion, improper food, flabby mus 
cles and poisoned blood, than a dis- 
ease of the nerves themselves—an 
opinion borne out by a study of the 
works of many specialists and my 
own observations.”
